Introductory- 

IN STUDYING THE BIBLE, 1 
have often noted how wonder- 
fully the whole truth of n pas- 
sage Is compressed Into a single sen- 
tense, or even a word. It la as If theiv 
were somewhere In every record or 
event, or doctrinal teaching, a key-word 
ur a key sentence, from which, as the 
germ or truth in It, all Its other words 
spring, and to which they are subor- 
dinate. Thus whole realms of truth are 
to be discerned In simple sentences. 
Now, It Is my ohject to discover, as welt 
as 1 am able, these watchwords of the 
Bible, writing a few comments upon 
each. I shall do so, praying that the 
Holy Spirit, the great lnsplrcr of the 
Bible, may make known, through my 
pen, what Is Hia will concerning the 
souls and lives of my readers. 

L,et us, then, take Calvary as our 
starting theme— for [hut Is the central 
truth of all religion— and consider the 
watchwords of the Cross. 

The Drama of Calvary. 

No tale Is so telling as the story of 
the Cross. It touches the hidden depths 
of the soul, opening there fountains of 
sympathy and pathos. But It does 
more. Calvary was a huge object les- 
hciii, ns well nn n stupendous .sacrifice : 
It was a stage as well as an altar. The 
records of shame trnd betrayal associat- 
ed with that tragedy of hate come 
down the ages, not merely as a hideous 
background for the Hiipn-mest act of 
benevolence, but they show us a drama 
wherein is enacted much of the mean- 
ness and subtlety of human nature. 
Thus was Calvary, love's loftiest 
throne, assailed by almost every type 
of demonlsm, which demonism remains 
cxuoBtd for our inspection and instruc- 
tion. Why, otherwise, have we 
left u» this pitiless treatise of 
shameful Incident — this exact rle- 
serlotlon ' In grim detail of a 
crime implicating to some extent 
the very apostles ? Why this minute 
depleting of the murderous plot, untezs, 
to portray, as by tremendous contrast, 
on the one hand the deceitfulness uf 
the human heart, and on the other the 
grace of Him who was given to redeeai 

11 ? , ._ 

Calvary would seem to embody those 
two principles which underlie the hope 
of every Hlnncr : first, to know himself, 
and then to know bis Saviour. Yes, 
slnnor ! FlrHt to know yourself. Little 
chance Is there of your Balntshlp till you 
have comprehended your state as an 
outcast. It Is necessary you sliuuld 
look to Calvary and learn, as well as 
look and pray. You need to watch 
thin tragic stage on the summit of Cal- 
vary while the actors Hhow you (some- 
thing of yourself. Do you Bee there 
that cringing Pharisaism, those deceit- 
ful planning*, that betraying kiss 7 
Look and learn by such the true In- 
wardness of your own miserable nature, 
and, when humbled and subdued with 
the knowledge, you may then lift your 
guilty head with hope to Him who dies 
there on the Cross for yuur salvation. 

Now, with this thought before ub, let 
us examine a few of those memorable 
utterances hclnnglng to the story of 
the crucifixion. They may well be 
tunned "The watchwords of the Cross," 

" rhen Entered Eaton Into Judas." 

If you will permit the phraHC, the Cur- 
tain rlHes upon a man who Is troubled 
In spirit. His brows arc knit, his coun- 
tenance distorted, his face would ao- 
poar at tills moment the screen upon 
which aro thrown the alternating 
moods of the soul. Self may be Been 
there wrestling with sacrifice, love with 
hate, The disposition of this man does 
not help him. He u.ppcars to have heen 
oast In a shallow mould. Materialism 
Is a strong trait In his character, and 



the downward tendency more develop- 
ed In him than In his rellows. Is »wr 
dragging his spirit earthward. His 
self-loving nature Is quick In grasping, 
but his lingers arc miserly lu giving. 
Nothlnc but grace can lift this sordid 
mind into the higher hulk-iv »heiv 
» things, touchablr and trurcabl.-, 
„. ^ surrendered for the fruits or char- 
acter. But upon poor Judas that grace 
has been hestnwed in vain. Now has 
come the moment when the powers of 
hell encamp against him— this Is his 
supreme contest. Should he trlumj.h 
here, all other of his life battles will 
be the easier ; should he lose, his die is 
cast, his ruin irreparable. 

And yet In this grim death-struggle 
there are no perceptible agents. The 
forces nt work arc silent and unseen. 
Here Is a man who appears to he strug- 
gling with what is nothing, and yet 
what In reality Is, short of God, more 
powerful than all things. He flgh's 
with an evil spirit struggling for admit- 
tance, and evil spirits are the great 
wrestlers of the universe. They come 
vested with superhuman powers ; they 
descend upon their victims, as 11 were, 
from above. But their chief power lies 
in the fact of their ability to enter in 
and take possession, and no force hut 
the Spirit of C.od can hold the citadel of 
the soul against their siege. 

Like plague and pestilence, thev 
work destruction ; not from without 
but from within. They pounce upon the 
will, and paralyse it ; steal Into tht 
thouchts. and pollute them : arrest 
the motives, and divert them ; seize 
the passions, and lnsh them to furv. 
The hody and the mind become the 
comnlex machinery, every part "T 
which Is subject to a masterful fore- of 
evil within it. Thus Is the ghastly 
slate of the soul Into which the devil 
has entered. 

Tho Devil's Chance. 

But you will observe Satan had bean 
turned from the heart of this man Ju- 
das. He was not always possessed of 
the devil. That is evidenced by the Tact 
that the devil presented himself for re- 
admlssion. He chose the right moment 
tor his purpose ; for he knows welt 
how to profit by circumstance. As the 
choleraic germ fortifies Itself in the 
sultry atmosphere of tropical climes, or 
the fever microbe chooses the foeii.1 
air of foulsomc slums, so the devil, <:un- 
nlnglv profiting by every ebb and flow 
of the tides of outward clreumstnnce 
In men's lives, watches ever his chance 
to land his forces within the harbor of 
the soul In ItH times or trial and iier- 
plcxlty. When the soul's atmnsphen- 
hangs heavy, and the mist of mystery 
veils the future ; when the relation- 
ships of life are strained by care, iind 
the heart is disappointed by grief ; 
when the motives are confronted by 
chancee of self-aggrandisement, and 
the lottery of existence offers a prize— 
these arc the moments of the devil's 
entering in. See how It was so with 
Judas. Let us attempt to imagine and 
make audible the thoughts that chased 
each other through his brnln on tlu>r>w 
of his great betrayal, and see If th?ro 
be any similitude to any of our denllngs 
with the devil, or the devil's dealings 
with UH. 

"Really I find myself beginning to 
wonder. I don't desire to doubt my 
Master, and yet It seems strnnge that 
so little should be the outcome of eo 
much. His miracles— the:' were mar- 
vellous, I know ; the hosannas— «■•*'' 
thoy were very good while they lasted ; 
His discourses— they actually Hcemcd 
inspired : but what a strange and dis- 
appointing culmination of everything ! 
When I saw Bartimaeus receiving 
sight, the deaf beginning tn hear, Ihe 
lame leaping, and Lazarus coming out 
of that sepulchre. I know I felt pretty 
sure. No ono could afford to scorn us 
then, and in those dayH my bag was 
always full. Hut what has It all «imo 
to ? There Is little 'enouch of the mi- 
raculous about things as they are now: 
things seem about as hard as they 
could be : It in one perpetual grind 
of suffering. It lonhs ns If the best 
of this business was In the beginning, 
rind the worst was to come.

"And whero Is the kingdom about 
which we so much boasted ? It doesn't 
much look ns II my anticipations were 



coins to be realized, anyhow. -What 
have I sot for nil my toll .' Haven't I 
slaved and dragged around nt the heels 
of this so-called Saviour till I'm wean, 
and footsore, and well-nigh slek at 
heart ?

Did 1 nut look 
Tor promotion ? and 1 am abused. Did 
I not reckon upon wealth, only tu nnd 
myself a beggar ?

Tho 
henvens seemod ns brass ; my pruyors 
noenicd to ascend no higher than tbo 
celling, and when I prayod tho Spirit 
would only point mc to my disobedience 
nnd Hny, "How about that ?" 

I didn't Uacltslldo outwardly i In fact, 
I did more work for God than ever be- 
foro. ■ I attended overy open-nlr mooting 
possible, gave every cent I could to tho 
work, often fuuted, prayed for hours and 
nlghtc at a time, oven beeamo a recruit 
of tho Local Corps, In tho hope that I 
mlttht got tho pcaoo thnt I longed so 
much for ; yet I was not willing to oboy 
nnd go out to tho Holiness Tnbto. 

Tho thoughts of what pooplo might 
think prevented me, 

I havo truly nnd sorrowfully provod 
Hint tho fear of man brinfroth a nnaro. 

My most Intlmato friends didn't know 
tho oxpcrlcnco that I wafl passing 
through ; I foarca to toll. 

My friends thought that I waa Betting 
tno rellnlous, when tile tact was, I was 
not religious enough. 

Every holiness mooting now was a tlmo 
of aeony for my soul, and although I 
sometimes would go with tho full dotor- 
mlnatlon to oboy. I failed to do it. 

One Sunday mornlne tho Captain In- 
vliea nil Solfllertf and ChriBtUtatt to como 
out to tho front for a goncral consccrn- 
<l°n. and thlnliing that It would ho n 
Bplondld opportunity of oheylng Ood, and 
yet, nut to be too conspicuous, I wont 
out with tho roflt. 

I Prayed fnr myself, but my prayer 
didn't reach heaven. 



The showerB of blessings that fell upon 
my comrades and made them shout for 
Joy only fell like icicles on my poor, diso- 
bedient soul, and the HOLY GHOST 
THAT FILLED THEM WITH POWEll 
ONLY FILLED ME WITH CONDEMN- 
ATION. 

1 tried to believe tlmt it would come by 
faith, and that my feelings wero from tho 
devil, nnd so 1 testified to having re- 
ceived tho blessing ; but-ah, who knows 
tile Borrow and pain of the ono who diso- 
beys nod ; It wns [linking me nearly mad. 

Another week or so of lighting against 
the Spirit of Gotl, nnd 1 snw myself as 
never lieforc, 

1 was Journeying in a third-class car 
on the G. E. It. lo London, sluing next 
the window, when GOD SPOKE TO ME 
so plainly nnd lovingly, my eyes filled 
wllh tears, I could resist no louger ; His 
love had conquered, and with broken 
henrt 1 cried inwardly, "LORD, 1 WILL 
UJIJiY !" 

It was like magic ; my burden rolled 
nwiiy ; iho cross lost Jls \veight, and I 
waH anoctlHed.

The llgurcs for the Btftgo up lo dale 
are 5K! souls saved In the month of 
March. Wc have only heard from 11 
Corps Willi regard to tho Siego Enrol- 
ment nnd llicy report ICO, nnd wo arc be- 
lieving Ihat when wo hear from the other 
3(1 that It will eo up to 500, for which wc 
give God all Iho glory. I must say thai 
the Otlleers and Soldiers took hold of it 
very nicely, nnd went rn with all their 
hearts to make It a success, and God 
honored our labor with the above llgurcs. 
Not only Una ihe Siege been a blessing 
to us in increasing our rolls, but tho ef- 
fort put forward Tor souls lias been a 
means of drawing out the sympathy of 
the people towards us more than what 
it was before,

CIIAPTKU I. 

To Burglary Born. 

Archibald Sloss, the subject or this life 
story, was horn on l-'eiuuary ^7th. Iffi".. 
Ill liie slums of Glasgow, his parcms be- 
ing habitual thieves and drunkards. They 
had no honesi trado or occupation, hut 
simply lived on the proceeds of crime. 
Vniing Sloss was very badly treated by 
his Inhuman parents. His father was such 
a terror and a bully that no one dared to 



Interfere with him. At four years of ago 
Archie Sloss began to sleep out at ulglus, 
In doorways, or under arches, to escaue 
the cruellies of bis father. At six years 
of age the boy was made drunk wlch liali- 
a-plnL or whiskey, which Ills father made 
him drink, beating him with a stick until 
the last drop was consumed, after which 
the Insensible child was thrown out Into 
ihc sircet to lie nuiong the rubbish and 
. refuse.' 

Young Sloss never knew hia parents to 
enter a nlnce of worship, or to spo; x 
:!bout rclii'Ion. 

In consequence of their drunken habits 
they always lived from hand to mouih. 
Their Uvea were, Indeed, a hell on earth. 

At seven years of ago, the liny was 
kicked out of doors by Ills rather, and 
told to "go and liiint round" for his llv. 
log. What chance was there for the elillj 
lu tills world ? What a pathetic picture 
nf child-life ! 

Just at this period he was adopted by 
a ramlly or thieves, and lived with llieiu 
eight years, lie was taught thieving, and 
was trained as a professional house- 
breaker, nnd, putting his wholo heart anil 
mind Into the unlawful business, he de- 
veloped lulo an expert. At tlfteun year? 
of age the young burglar became convinc- 
ed that the law was loo slow to catch 
him. 

"The law catch me ?" he sometimes 
boasted. "No, not me ! Poor, old, slccny 
law I Ha ! ha ! Archie Sloss Is too 
clever and too wide-awake to he taken 
by Ibe law '." 

Putting full trust In his own cleverness, 
he tost all fear of being caught, and open- 
ly delicti Hie law and the authorities. 

The father of the family Into which 
Sloss had been adopted had already serv- 
ed llfteon years In prison for house- 
bi-caklii*;, mid the sons and daughters 
had several times been convicted for 
sti-allng. Plainly speaking, their home 
was a splendid school for a criminal edu- 
cation. Crime was the only study and 
the only support of this family. 

Young Sloss experienced no dllllenliy 
in serving his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fession of a burglar, his mind was already 
set In that direction. He became a mosl 
iidustrious law-breaker as a matter of

FRANCO-SWISS IiR. 

Unique Slum Story. 

WE HAVE received a most In- 
tei'L-atlng booklet by Com- 
mlsHloniT B- and Lucy 
buuUi-Hellborg, entitled "ECHOES 
i'UUM THli FRANCO-SWISS BAT- 
TLEFIELD." Our hasty perusal cre- 
ates the Impression that a splendid 
spiritual work Is bcine done by 
the Army in France and Switz- 
erland. The Army there has 
43S O Ulcers, has conducted 16.000 meet- 
ings In France, at which 74. men and 
women have publicly sought Salvation, 
In Switzerland, 5,035 penitents have 
been registered and the numher of the 
Soldiers has increased by oiie-fl'th. Up- 
sides an annual statement of the cash 
passing through the Territorial Heed- 
quarters, and some graceful references 
to the splendid work of Commissioner 
Bootli-Cllbborn and the Jlareohale In 
the fifteen years of their command, It 
contains •■R-hnes" tram the penltem- 
lorm, the Rescue Homes, and Slums, 
and so on. Here la an echo from the 
Slum work : 

At 10 o'clock one evening the Officers 
ure asked to go and visit a poor lonely 
woman, who had attracted a neigh- 
bour's attention by her loud cries. They 
ore conducted to a. miserable little at- 
tic, the horrid stench of which nearly 
made it Impossible to enter, furniture 
and chattels non existing, with the ex- 
ception of a saucepan. And here is a 
woman, in the pains of child-birth, 
without so much as a blanket to cover 
herself with.— It takes them a tremen- 
dous effort to rouse a sleepy neighbour 
who, with much grumbling, at last con- 
sents to go and fetch the district doc- 
tor. After a while-It seemed hours 
to the Officers— this gentleman arrives 
accompanied by two policemen, for, lie 
it understood, into these regions where 
our Officers move about at all hours or 
the night, the doctor dare not pene- 
trate unless ho has "a guardian of the 
peaee" on each side. He says that noth- 
ing will happen for another month, 
gives some Instructions and withdraws, 
grumbling at having hoen disturbed at 
such an hour and prophesying the 
speedy collapse of tile Salvation Army. 
The poor woman seems a little calmer 
and the Lieutenant prevails upon the 
Captain, who had been awake the 
whole previous night, to go home, leav- 
ing her alone with the sick, nut lie- 
fore ten minutes have passed the pains 
return, the woman takes hold of the 
Lieutenant end pleads with her not to 
leave her. Fortunately a woman neigh- 
bour comes and oilers to lend a han-1. 
The doctor Is sent for again and lie ar- 
rives In a fnr from amiable mood— al- 
ways accompanied by the two police- 
men. 

Doctor.— "Vou seem to think that T 
am going to spend the night here !" 

Slum Lassie.— "Monsieur, the child 
will soon be horn, you see the frightful 
misery, not ;i rag to wrap It In, what 
shall we do '.'" 

Doctor. — "Clet soino cabbage-leaves, T 
return home now." 

Plum Lassie.— "Indeed you won't ! 
You must Rive an order for this woman 
to enter the hospital and send for a car- 
riage to take her there !" 

Doctor.— "A carriage ! Who Is going 
to pay for that ? I can't do anylhinf; 
ln this matter." 

Slum Lassie.— "If it Is only the ques- 
tion of the cab fare T will be responsible 
for that, but 1 understand that if you 
give a order the municipality will pay." 

In the face of such determination the 
doctor gives way and the carriage Is 
sent for. 

But now arises the question ns to how 
to get the woman down from the fourth 
story and In to the carriage. The po- 
licemen, although very sympathetic, ip- 
fuse to give their assistance as It is 
"against their Instructions." Tf she 
were In the Htreet they could take 
charge of her. but they have no right 
to carry her out of the house. They 
dare not disobey their regulation. How- 
ever, the girl who prevailed upon the 
doctor overcame the scruples of the 
policemen nfter a Utile persuasive ap- 
pealing to their human feelings- So they 
dared to defy their instructions and 
carried the woman down stairs. 

Hut the adventures of that night were 
not yet at an end. The driver was 
drunk, the horse toolt fright and ran 
away, the carriage was smashed and 
the woman, expecting to become moth- 
er, was landed on the pavement on the 
new-fallen miniv. What wqh to he done? 
The Ofllcer first of all wraps, the pool- 
woman In some of her own warm 
clothes and then the driver offers to go 
and fetch some help, but on condition 
(hut Hie T.iriilcmiit would hold Llm 
horse while he Is away, and this na- 
turally tlmhl girl, who had never In her 
lire before dnred to come near n home, 
held the restive nnlmnl for ten minutes 
until help arrived. W» arc glad to say 
t lint she was rewarded for her heroism 
by seeing the woman nt Inst safe with- 
in the walls of the hospital.
